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Those of you who missed out on the Mature Vanda Special last time, are being of- 
ferred another chance! Even if you bought before, chances are you did not receive 
this hybrid as your SAMPLE plant, for not many of them were coming into flower at 
that time. It is V-24 - Vo DENISONIANA VAR HEBRIACUM X Ve. SANDERIANA. 

Many plants of this hybrid are now beginning to produce their flower spikes, so if 
you want to see yours in flower in the very nesr future, don't delay in sending 
your order. Of course, Vanda Hybrids, blooming several times per year, as they do, 
will not keep you waiting too long for flowers anyhow, if you treat them right. 
(See Page Q and Page V) 


The flowers of this hybrid have been more uniform in form, size and color than in 
most of the ether hybrids. Individual flowers sre two to three inches across on 
first blooming, considerably lerger after plant matures. Nice, open, flat form, 
with sepals and petals evenly spaced. Natwork of rustic brown lines and cross- 
bars on chartreuse-yellow background. Extra heavy texture makes the flowers very 
long lasting, even for Vandas. 


Bloom spikes start out from the apex of the "V" formed by a pair of the strap 
leaves. Spring the leaves apart a bit in looking for it. First spike usually has 
seven to ten flowers. Leter spikes have more flowers, 


Three or five of these flowers will make a core 
sage you can wear again and again, without its 
looking “beaten up" 


Cut stems with razor blade, “load" in fresh 
water and chill in refrigerator. Then if you 
put a tiny dab of moist cotton over each stem 
and before it is wired and taped, you will in- 
crease the lasting qualities. 


Would you like some double-faced ribbon, brown 
on one side, chartreause on the other, for a 
corsage bow? Ask for it when ordering your 
plant of V-24, and it will be included, along 
with wire, tape and corsage pin.

HYBRID BACK BULB CUTTINGS (Special # 6) 


Are you one of the many Orchidists who have discovered an easy and Baanonioel wey 
to round out your collection of blooming size hybrids with BACK BULBS? 


Almost any husky two-bulb cutting with a "live eye" can be grown and flowered in 
two yearse (Some will even produce a bloom or two at the end of the first year!) 


If you have never tried back bulbs, Page J, “LET'S TALK ABOUT BACK BULB 
PROPAGATION", should prove helpful. 


But this particular offering of cuttings need not be lined up in trays of chips or 
moss in order to start them. Hach and every cutting can be potted promptly, if 
you will study drawings "A" and "B" and follow directions. 


1. Choose a pot large enough (but no larger) to 
allow room at front of cutting for two more leads. 
Fill pot one-third full of broken crock. 


26 Prepare a "slice" of osmunda which, when roll- 
ed up, will snuggly fill rest of pot to about 3/4 
inch from rim at top.
